3 have seen how wealth is pro- 
ed; let us now see how it is used. 

If we make a list of the various 
articles in every day use, we shall find 
that’ somé of them are employed for 
the ‘immediate and direct satisfaction 
of our wants, while others are em- 
ployed to create more wealth. The 
first group is sometimes called con- 
sumers’ goods.and the second group 
producers’ goods. 
The foods that we eat, the clothes 
that: we wear and the-homes that we 
live‘in\ are consumers’ goods, while 
the tools or machinery with which we 
work, the stocks of goods that we sell, 
and the stares, offices, or factories 
where we work are producers’ goods. 
The latter satisfy our wants only in. 
an indirect’-way. 
é All such producers’ goods as those 
Just: enumerated are forms of capital. 
We. may define capital as material 
products of past industry used for the 
further production of wealth. 
Some people, however, think of 
capital-in a different way. They con-. 
fuse it with ‘money, probably because 
business men have .a habit of usitig 
the dollar mark to indicate the amount 
of ¢apital they eniploy in their ériter- 
prises. When a manufacturer, for exr 
ample, says that his capital is.$200,000, 
 fneans that this is the value ‘of his 
amt. His real: capital; consists ‘of a

en capital is used to: produce 
wealth it is always employed 
in ¢O@finectioh with land and labor, and 
these three are called: the. factors of 
production.

the use of both. Capitai increases the 
productivity of land and labor. The 
bow. and arrow made the labor oi the 
Indian hunter more ‘productive than it 
‘would be if he tried :to capture his 
game‘ bare handed, ‘and the modern 
rifle makes the labor of the hunter 
still. more productive. 

here is only one way to create 
capital, and that is to consume less 
than has been produced. Capital, 
thetefore, is the result of saving. It 
is some form of stored-up wealth. 
We have our vast aggregations of 
capital today only because most peo-= 
ple haye lived within their incomes. 

In this ‘way alone can either an 
individual or a nation become wealthy: 
The Aimerican people are often called 
extravagant, and yet ‘they produce 
every year far more wealth than they 
consume. As a result our nation is 
steadily growing richer—that is, gen- 
eral well-being is increasing. 

And here is. another important fact 
for us to remember. Because we 
have saved in the past and have this 
large stock of stored-up wealth, we 
now have more goods availablé for 
our immediate satisfaction. In other 
words, our past. saving enables tus at 
Present. to produce more, to consume 
more, and also to save more than 
ever befare. : 

If we should stop’ saving, the aver- 
age individual Guld steadily grow 
poorer year by yea, because popula- 
tion would then ‘increase faster than 
our wealth;’ we would finally turn 
ack to a state of barbarism. 
We have immeasurably increased 
our well-being: by refraining’ from 
consuming a]l that. we produce, and 
our ‘further progress ‘depends on the 
ability’ of : the present generation to 
postpone some of their present Satis. 
faction for the sake of a future gain,
